An  estimated  45,000  persons  welcomed  Santa  Claus  and  watched  the  annual  parade 
beginning  Petersburg's  Christmas  season  on  Tuesday  night,  November  27,  1956.  Forty 
eight  units  making  up  the  parade  began  rolling  at  about  8:25. 

Taking  a first  prize  was  the  Peabody  High  School  float  representing  the  Nativity.
